hto be a leſuite ( being ſuch ) well and good he may. A 

per perſon (ſurely) to be a Cardinall, or to carie ſo great a taile af. 
ter him as he doth atthis day in England: howbeit (inlooth) as good 
heto be ſuch a ring-leader for Spaniſh faction here,the matter being 
foleud us ie is, en-Jhe (ſerring his pricfthood afde) ſo baſe, as for his 
Generall or other outlandiſh Ieſuite to be the ſame, who are no whit 
Engliſh. Well,the man js a Iefuit,aud therefore to be efteemed what- 
focuer his birth or behauiour be, and they worthy the Stropado,inay 
the Garotto that dare to cenſure him, See what a I be a 
Teſuit, and what an Ordo ad Dew (as they vic it) in di tothe 
Church and of a common 

This is that ſocietie of Fathers of which it muſt be faid, that by 
Gods ſpeciall prouidence it came vp with Zather, as a curbe to his 
and from him all the enſuingherehes of this age, by which it hath 
marched along like a mattocke cheeke by ioule, rooting them vp in= 
{tantly every where , A fond foundation ofa praiſe, as though Beere 
did not alſo come inmuch about thattime, which notwithitanding 
immoderatly taken and fo abuſed , though good and wholeſome 
drinke of it ſelfe, is as the Teſuites are at this day pernitious, intoxica- 
ting the braine, This is that ſocietie that muſt be termed of Fathers in 
Gods Church, they being no whic her {onnes,and which would 
rule,not knowing yet how to obey, This is that ſocietie that thinkes 
it becomes itwell in Icſus name to grace her Generals, and other her 
ifferiour members to the worlds cye,with molt curious and pi- 
Qures and ftatues amongſt the greateſt Lords and Heroes of Chri- 
ftendome,which is a monſtrous vaine-glorie, and which all ocher re- 
ligious in the Church, are in their humilitic aſhamed of, Bur their 
kingdome being (it ſeemes) wholly of this world , let not ſuch their 
vanity ſeeme ſtrange vneo you, neither yet ſtrange a many othertheir 
like vaine-glorious foppenies .- In few, this is that ſocietie thatmuſt 
be choughe moſt holy and perfe& of all other orders,yea or then a ge- 
nerall Councell, becauſe (forſooth) they ſay, it is the molt hated cor- 
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ces andthe moſt perſecuted of Heretickes and the diuell of 

all:which argument we might well graunt them tor good,were 
irnotthatthe ſocierie isalſo no lefle diſliked ofthe Catholike church 
itſelfe. Moreouer if that reaſon might hold, aſwell may we inferre 
that Lutheraniſme was true(t Religion in Queene Marie: time , be- 
cauſe the moſt perſecuted then : but Casſ#, not Pane facu Martyrens 
laithS$. we; and our Sauiour, Ex frattubus corwm copnoſcetus eos, 
Theſe be the true rules that Heretikes and leſuites are to be knowne 
by of all Catholickes, namely, as enemies the one, ſcandals the other 
tothe Catholike Church,the one withour, the other within the ſame. 
And yet theſc others ſway mightily ( we ſee ) with ignorant Catho- 
lickes in their good acceptance and commendation, according to 
that, Sctultorume plena ſunt ommia , Ata worditis ſuch a ſocietie, thar 
were'S, Auguitme now alive and to write anew his Citie of God , he 
would pen it downe, and make itknowne for the molt im 
corporation that cuer was within the ſame, and as pernitious to it ( if 
ar 06g BET 0.) 97 Aerena—e y euer hath 
bene thereunto,, For which ye may ſee what great reaſon the French 
King had to expulſe them our ofhis moſt Chriſtian kingdome , and 
how httle reaſon the Catholike King hath to giue them the counte- 
nance he doth , whereas the rude Indians if they burvnderſtood the 
French Kings reaſons for his expelling them, would (I perſwade me) 
do as much them, 

Another querke this ſocietic hath wherewith to winneto be ad- 
mired , and that is her prophecies, Great heciers the Ieſuites 
are and forrune-tellers,to wit,not of trifles,as ofttolne or loſt necker:- 
chers, handkerchers, crofſe-clothes, pin-pillowes and the like , like 
Gipfies or Witches, bur of the changes and deaths of States and Sta- 

forthe molt part molt fooliſh and falſe, whereby you 
ſce fromwhence their illuminations come,and with what hoſt 
their familiaritie and corref; e is whereof they ſo boaſt, 
For example , they one cied ofthe laſt Lord Treaſurer 
of Englend the Lord Burleigh ,- that for being not ſo much a per- 
ſecuror of the Catholicke Church in generall,as ity particular of their 
ſocietie,by Gods angry doome he ſhould die pedicular death: 
another while that he ſhould be execured art rhe ein her 
Maieſties diſpleaſure and to the infinite contentment both of Coure - 
* and Countrey,who notwithftanding(as he lived a great Councellor) 
ſoto theeye ofthe world dicd a faire death, and was laid outs Faire 
coarſe, 
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eutuhags buried wo great ie ware Or ofher Maieſties end 
how difaſtcroully propheci do expect,| am ſureyou 
haue heard and do diſguſt as much as I , But what talke I of Prote= 
ſtants,ſeeing that allo vp6 has. vn Catholikes they haue 
rednolefle tatally, tor being their known or but ſuſpected diſtaſters? 
If bur a pin prick fuch a oae, or histooth ake neyer (o litle,it muſt be 
{traight chought Gods anger to the partie, and that all the Angels of 
heauen haue a finger thercin in revenge of his odious ſoule to God. 
Whereas what miſchiete ſocuer happens to any childor dearling of 
theirs(though neuer lo prodigious,and the paric never ſo leud) mult 
be reputed but ordinaric and naturall, yea and Gods bleſhing vnto 
him as in probate of his yerrues,and nor in plague to his fianes, Thus 
rarifie they { as1it were ) all aduerſe perſons to their doctrine and 
proceedings , either tothe diuell or to nothing, and blub yp their 
owne impecs in go like rice or peaſc in piſle, 

I know the Gentlewoman my allie,who in this ſtrange ballowne- 
like ſpirit (being extreive Teſuitical)yaunted theſe vaine aſcenfionsof 
her ſoule to heaucn-ward, /ayronis,that her firlt gholtly father, being 
bur a bare Secular Prieſt, brought her but an her way to heauen; the 
ſecond a Teſuited Secular, brought her to heauens gate; but the third 
a profelt Ieſune,he,oh he ofall the good men that cuer lived, ſhe was 
beholding vnto for beauen it ſelte, 

Was it not as puritane a ſpirit in another Teſuiteſſe ſometimes my 
good acquaintance, who inthe caſe of her _— preferment in 
mariapge , refuſed to hold parley with a very worthipfull gentleman in 
a motion made by a Secular Prieſt concerning a match berweene his 
ſonne and her ſaid daughter, for no other reaſon in the world , then 
becauſe ſuch a Prielt,and not a Teſuite was the meanes : which Iefui- 
tiſme of hers the Gentleman i{corhing aſwell tor his owne honour,as 
for the honour of the Secular Cleargie, gaue her ouer with an affrent 
as ſhe deſerued, 

The like puft ſpirit, or rather 4 f6r110re was that of a Ieſuiricall 
Prieft now in Framiinghem, who in a letter of his to a kinfwoman of 
mine,perſwading her to Ieſuitiſme in the preſent ſchiſme, hath theſe 
Phariſaicall termes vnto her, or the like (as I perfeftly remember)in 
his owne commendation: O my good God, how much haſt thou ho- 
noured me aboue thouſands = brethren in thy ſeruice, how may 
Inot hope formy long ſufferances for thy ſake , my watchings, pray- 
ers, faſtings , to be thine for cuer inthy glorie ; Ohſce what yeriue 15, 
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lefle I would have you think I attribute ro Gods goodnes and not to 
wy owne deſerts &ec, How like ye{ I pray) this tpirit of a man? Doye 
thinke it taſtes any whit of the holy Ghott, or of his ſpouſe the Catho- 
licke Church ? ye euer read of the like in any Saintof God, 
Confeſlor or Martyr?belecue me I haue nor, A leſuitſo tro commend 
himſelf, how is it not to condemne others? and to be too peremptory 
aProphet of diſaſters , eſpecially to his diſtaſters, though commonly 
as fal(c inthe one,as Phariſaical in the other? How is it that they con- 
demne not onely other mens bad, but euen their belt actions, not 

rocceding fromthe inſtinct of their ſpirit , but farther , dare [ as [ 
bh ) to iy ans Gods dread doomes thereunto, and tothem, Oh 
monſtrous fingularitie to preſume fo high , or if not monſtroul but 
meete, why may not (1 pray ) bythe ſame reaſon a Secular Priett or 

friend afivell not cenſure that ſocietie for molt impious, vnfortu- 
nate, yea and reproþarte for the paucitie of Martyrs that have bene of 
itin England all this time of affliction, neither any Saint of it as yet ſo 
much as their Founder canonized inthe Catholike church fince their 
inſtitution to this day?Why may not we aſwel by the ſame reaſon ca- 
lumniate euen thoſe three or 4. Martyrs(which are al that haue bin of 
their ſocietic here in urs died rather to their ſhames for 
their fins, then to gods glorie, which ( though vnconfirmed as yer by 
myracles for Saints ) God defend that ablolutely we ſhould , Yea 
God defend we ſhould ſo much as cenſure M. «MHtkinſon the late A- 
poſtara prieſt , their renouned dearling both before and fince his A- 
poſtahie, for a bate, ſeeing that Non eff abbreriara man Des at 
any time toward a repentant finner, Howbeit,notthat withall we are 
bound in conſcience to exrenuate his wt & ſcandale as but a trifle, 
which ſome Teſuits lately haue done, and that by their expreſſc letters 
in his corymendation into [re/and, which are forthcomming, Bur all 
their crowes mult be white, which whether blacke or white ( being 
but crowes) much good (I pray God) may it do them. In effeCt,there 
is nothing ſoreligious ſo honorable,and to Gods honour, but impie- 
tie may depraue, nor any thing ſo criminall and abhominable, bur it 
may be-honeſt at leaſt inſhew , eſpecially ypon pretext of Religion 
and holineſſe as Ieſvites vſe to do all their cuils, 

Bur thoſe fathers muſt not be repaid with their owne meaſure,nor 
is it meere,it being ſo much out of meaſure as ye ſee, If the Seminarie 
or Secular Prieſt ſhould ſorender ynto them , the example would be 
tO 
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andhow boldly it may beſpeake Gods iuſtice , All which neuerthe.., 


*t00 ſcaridalous and PREIED... Gods Church here amongſt ys, 
they being (asir were ) the very brow of it, andas'a beacon vpon 
mount $0, So ſhould not our Church be without continuall 
Schiſme,nor the State ciuill without imminent hazards from abroade 
and corruption at home; ſo very foule for the moſt partare all their 
examples , which to expiate how many of theſe good men haue loſt 
their lives 2s in equall condemnation with the Ieturts from the Stare? 
And in particular ſo ſhould detraQtion be the greateſt Ladie in this 
land,it being the mot Teſuiticall vice of all other,& ofthe molt yarie- 
tie and facilitie to be praftiſed;for ye may do it by luppoſals. Suppoſe 

e (for example) that one of the Appellant pricſts do reſort to 
Lord of London, it is iult thereupon to report and (weare , that he 
hath alreadie recanted at Paxles Crofle 2nd is turned Proteſtant, or 
maried to a wench and become a cuckold, and ſo of the like whatſo- 
euerye liſt , ſo the rule and ſtandart in your conſcience be Ordo ad 
Dean. 

And for I ſpeake ofdetraRion, I will here relate and condemne 
vntoyou, hoping you will dothe like with me,one of the fouleſt pre- 
fidents that eueryou heard or read of in this kind of Teſuitiſme , The 
Authors whereof in generall are all the whole Teſuiticall ation at
